ECLIPSE OF MOON DUE FRIDAY NIGHT’ 


ANN ARBOR — A total eclipse 
of the moon will take pluce (Dec. 
18th), three days before the offic- 
ial beginning of winter, University 
of Michigan astronomer Hazel M. 
Losh reminds. 


The moon will be in a favorable 
position for observation, says Pro- 
fessor Losh, because at the be- 
ginning of the eclipse it will be 
about 40 degrees above the east- 
ern horizon. 


The moon will first touch the. 
earth’s shadow at 8 p. m. Soon 
after, a noticable: dimming at 
the eastern edge of the moon 
will show up. The darkened 
area will gradually spread over 
the moon’s surface until 9:08 p. 
m., when the moon will be en- 
tirely in eclipse. 

The mid-eclipse will come at 9:38 
p..m., with totality ending at 10:08. 
It will-then take another hour for 
the moon to leave the shadow com- 
pletely, Professor Losh says. 

During the partial phase, the; 
earth’s shadow will appear dark in|} 


contrast to the remaining section y 


of the moon. During the total stage, 


however, the moon wil! be illum-| # 


inated by sunlight, which filters) § 
through the sarth’s atmosphere
